PARIS (AP)—Seven European nations, including a 
West Germany on the-verge of all but full sovereignty, 
today agreed to join a “Western European Union” for 
common defence. Canada and the United States will 
stand by as partners and guarantors. 

Foreign ministers of these 
nine countries virtually com- 
pleted the task of rewriting the 
1948 treaty of Brussels to add 
West Germany and Naly to the 
original five nations — Britain, 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg, 

They reached their decisions 
a few hours after the British, 
American, French and West 
German ministers agreed on 
terms to end the Allied occupa- 
tion of West Germany and re- 
store, with a few exceptions, 
complete sovereignty to the 
West Germans.

Prof. Fernari said the violent

| A majority of the victims’ 
skulls were fractured, he testi- 
fied. And he said the fractures 


~|probably were caused when the 


victims were hurled with can- 
jnon-ball force against the roof 
jand sides of the Comets as the 
pressurized air rushed out of 
the cracked fusilage with vio- 
lent force. 

| Fernari said he found nothing 
to indicate that a bomb could 
have caused the passengers’ 
deaths.

A scathing report on conditions and staff at B.C.s! 
juvenile detention homes Wednesday recommended im- 
mediate construction of a new girls’ industrial school at 


Nanaimo. 

The report, which’ criticized 
senior welfare department offi- 
cials, the schools’ staffs, and 
“shocking” conditions, already 
has resulted in. the removal 
from. office of seven top offi- 
cials of the Boys’ Industrial 
School,’ at Coquitlam. 

Almost a year in preparation 
the highly-critical report was 
the result of an investigation of 
conditions at the industrial 
detention centres by Rowland 
M. Schou, Vancouver. 

The report was concerned pri 
marily with the girls’ school, in 
view of the new Brannan Lake 
Nanaimo, boys’ home which is 
now nearing completion 

However, it said “personal 


| 
| 
hostility among staff members” | 
at the boys’ school resulted in} 
low morale, inconsistent disci-| 
plinary measures, and the com- 
plete break-down of a new re-| 
habilitation program. | 

Of the girls’ school, the report | 
said: | 

“By its location and plan, it) 
imposes a pattern of living on} 
active young people that is} 
abnormal and damaging rather 
than beneficial . . . 

“Girls of many types are com 
mitted to the school—from eight 
years of age to 18; from the 
wayward child to the prostitute 
drug addict, alcoholic, and men 
tally ill. 


Herded Together Indoors 


“All these girls must . be 
herded together for most of the 
day, indoors behind locked 
doors.” 

The report blasted conditions 
in the girls’ school detention 
cells, which it described as 
“dungeon-like cells” where the 
girls are made to sleep on the 
damp concrete floors 

It said both schools are 
traps 

Mr. Schou's report charged 
hostility among staff members, 
the result of disagreement over 
methods: of rehabilitation and 
discipline, was a major reason

within the staff, which is also 
reflected in the attitude of the 
bovs.” 

“The committee feels that the 
advisory committee and the 
responsible persons in the de- 
partment of health and welfare 
used poor judgment in their 
choice and allocation of the se 
nior staff.” 

Another major recommenda:

India and France today signed 
an agreement transferring all 
French settlements in the sub- 
continent to India Nov. 1, so 
ending 280 years of French rule

LEADERS 
now admit the strong possibility 
that the Democrats will win the 
forthcoming American election 
What is likely to result from the 
combination of a Republican Presi- 
dent and a Democratic Congress? 


It is hopefully argued by some 
authorities—Mr. Walter Lippmann 
among them—that Mr. Eisenhower 
will get along quite as well with a 
legislature of the opposition party as 
with the present Congress. After al!, 
such observers say, the Democrats 
have been closer to the President on 
essentials during the last two years 
than. the Republicans. Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s real enemies are the right- 
wing reactionaries of his own party, 
his real. friends the internationalists 
and liberals of the opposition. Hence, 
according to this theory, his policies 
will be quite safe in a Democratic 
Congress. 

All this may_be true but it does 
not appeal in the least to the Presi- 
dent, for he simply cannot afford to 
lose this election. Everyone know 
of course, that the voters do not re 
gard the President and his party in 
the same light, as they showed in 
1952.by giving him a huge majority 
and electing...a..Congress almost 
evenly split. Nevertheless, it is essen- 
tial in his over-all strategy to secure 
Republican control of the legislature 

In a recent speech he said that 
a split government in Washingten 
would produce a disastrous “cold war 
of partisan politics You all know 
perfectly well that you just can't 
have one car with two drivers at 
the steering wheel and expect to end 
up any place but in the ditch.” 

What he fears is obvious enough 
«if the Democrats control the Con- 
gress they may. co-operate with him 
on some specific policies but inevit- 
ably, in the nature of politics, they 
will use their power to undermine 
and discredit him in preparation for 
the presidential election two years 
hence 

To the Democrats this election is 
a stepping stone to victory in 1956 
Mr. Adlai Stevenson may claim now 
that he is trying to rescue Mr. Eisen- 
hower: from:his-Republican enemies 
but Mr. Stevenson’s clear and natural 
purpose is to win the Presidency for 
himself at the first chance. 

Mr. Eisenhower entered politics 
to reform the Republican Party and 
re-mould it in the image 9f his own 
liberal views. He sought to build a 
combination of political powver——like 
the combination built by Franklin 
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President's Danger 


Roosevelt—which could. hold office 
for years to come, and after his own 
retirement. 

This he failed to do in 1952 when 
the Republicans could not win a 
working legislative majority. If they 
lose now, the President's larger plans 
will lie in ruins. It will be so difficult 
to put them together again in 1956 
that the President, as he has plainly 
intimated already, may refuse to run | 
again. And if the Republicans thus 
lost their major and essential asset 
they could look forward to another 
period of opposition. 

It is to avoid this danger that Mr. 
Eisenhower is now pleading for the 
support of Democratic and indepen- 
dent voters on a non-partisan basis, 
thus tacitly admitting that he heads 
a minority party. It is this danger 
which causes some Republican lead- 
ers to declare, somewhat hysteri- 
cally, that--a Democratic -victory 
would endanger the two-party sys- 
tem itself 

The plain fact of this election— 
if it is indeed going against the Re- 
publicans—is that their organic split 
of 1952 is now catching up to them 
The schism was then disguised, some- 
what thinly. It has appeared on- 
stantly in the affairs of the present 
Congress, Wherein the President. was 
opposed on many vital issues by his 
own followers and supported by the 
Democrats. Today many. Republican 
candidates are eager to ride into of- 
fice on his coat tails. but they are 
violéntly opposed to his basic prin- 
ciples.

qualied— prestige can prevent a 
Democratic victory. His danger is 
so evident that he has thrown hin- 
self vigorously into the campaign, 
making. it .a test of his own popu- 
larity. This strategy also has its dan- 
gers; for if he is defeated the old 
Republican guard, which never liked 
his liberalism, will say that he is a 
liability not an asset “and will thus 
be encouraged to oppose him in 
future more actively than ever 

For all these reasons the election 
is supremely important to the career 
of the President. Since he will lose 
control the Congress by losing 
only. three—seats—in— the House ot 
Representatives.and.one seat.in the 
Senate, and since all-mid-term-elec- 
tions of this century, save one, have 
reduced the strength of the gevern- 
ing party, Mr Eisenhower's immedi- 
ate prospects are alarming But as 
Mr. Truman's unexpected victory of 
1948 showed, anything can happen 
at the polls.

By its action 
the United Kingdom hopes to retain 
the official good will of Egypt and 
turn it to good account through

Liquor and the New Haven Precedent 


CASE 


A Conn., 


IN~ NEW _ HAVEN; 
has established a pre- 
cedent which invites serious consid- 
eration by operators of premises 
which sell liquor in this part of the 
world, 

In the New England community, 
two establishments which supplied 
drinks to the driver of a car subse- 
quently involved in a fatal accident 
have agreed to pay damages to a 
man whése daughter was killed. 

The father sued a lodge and a 
restaurant, accusing them of con- 
tributary negligence in selling liquor 
to the driver before the accident. As 
a result of his action a measure of 
responsibility has been assumed by 
the defendants 

There seems to be an element of 
justice in the procedure which might 
apply: to a more general field. Here 
arid elsewhere in the province, as in 
other parts of Canada, drivers who 


have had too much to drink can be 
brought into court, found guilty of 
what is called “impaired driving”, or 
worse, and subjected to a penalty 

In some ¢ases; of course, no 
agency intervenes between the zov- 
ernment liquor store and the person 
who consumes too much of his pur- 
chase at one time. On other occa- 
sions, however, some retail vendor 
participates in the process. The ven- 
dor is expected to refuse to sell more 
liquor to: any person already intoxi- 
cated or showing signs of reaching | 
that point. But if the client leaves, 
climbs into his car and is arrested as 
he drives, is there not some analogy 
between the responsibility of the 
local supplier and the agencies in 
New Haven -which are paying dam- | 
ages to a bereaved father? Are they 
not contributing to a_ condition 
which makes the drinker liable to 
arrest?

Their oil income is approxi 
mately $10,000 a month, giving 
them at least $60,000 in a gov 
ernment-held capital account 

A separate revenue account, 
also held at Ottawa, holds money 
from agricultural and petroleum 
leases and sale of farm products 
It is tapped each month for cash 
distributions of $20 to each of 
the 250 members of the band 
Some Indian families of 10. or 
more soon could rival the 
wealthy Indians of the United 
States. But that’s not the plan 
As Chief William Morn says; 
the tribe is spending its money 
wisely on “sound development 
projects and not as foolishly as 
some of those in the United 
States.” 


OWN. MINERAL RIGHTS 

The members of the Enoch 
band—and about 14,500 other 
Albérta Indians—own their own 
mineral rights. However. they 
aré surrendered to thé federal 
government's Indian affairs 
branch for negotiation. as are 
agricultural and timber leases 
No Indian can make a contract 

Although the triba! councils 
can sell reservation acreage, 
most Alberta tribes have clung 
to their original treaty land 
The Enoch band once made a 
mistake that served as a warn 
ing for all 

About 40 years ago, the coun 
cil decided to surrender a large 
section of land at the north end 
of their present reserve. Today, 
50 oil wells are producing there 

The Enoch band has a four 
year plan for farm ownership 
Each member given a 
tificate of occupancy for 
acres. If, after four years. the 
land has been maintained to the 
council's satisfaction, a certifi 
cate of possession is issued 


VALUABLE CERTIFICATES 

The certificates are much like 
title deeds They can be ex 
changed or sold and an ambi 
tious farmer build up a 
large farm. Ownership, how 
ever, rests with the cotncil 

Individual farmers can lease 
land. to white men. Reserve 
land not allocatea to individual 
Indians is also leased. Nearly 
half of the Enoch tand is leased 
under the two:methods. Income 
from leasing goes into a special 
fund to establish new Indian 
families

METHODS 


QUESTIONED == 


Accuracy of Spot 
Checks Doubted 


The Assessment Advisofty 
Committee, set up by the 
government to assist its new 
department in bringing 
about equalization of assess- 
ment, has questioned some 
of the actions of Assessment 
Commissioner K. E. B. Wild- 
man. 

This was disclosed to the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities 
today by W. R. Beamish, 
who sits on the committee 
as UBCM representative. 

For one thing, Mr. Beamish 
reported, the committee doubt- 
ed the accuracy of “spot checks” 
en assessments throughout the 
province since such checks were 
made bv viewing only every 
50th or 100th or 200th property 
on municipal assessment rolls. 

“Doubt was expressed by the 

committee as to the validity, of 
the information obtained ffom 
such small samples.” ‘he said. 
“The commissioner replied that 
he had been assured by the 
statisticians that no different 
result would be obtained by the 
use of larger samples.” 
Mr. Beamish reported also 
at the committee had. not been 
in agreement With a letter sent 
out=by—Mp,--Wildman...to..muni- 
cipal assessors telling them how 
to revise their assessment rolls 
for 1955. 

“Briefly the letter advised the 
assessor to increase the total of 
his structural improvements on 
the roll by a certain percentage 
or alternatively to increase the 
total of his residential 
ments by a certain percentage 
and adyised him of what per- 
centagé his residential 
ments were over or under as- 
sessed according to the sample 

“This latter method was not 
recommended by the assess- 
ment advisory committee and 
the assessment commissioner 
in putting it forward in the let 
ter acted against the advice of 
the assessment advisory com- 
mittee.” 

MACHINE TAX 

Mr. Beamish reviewed for 
lelegates exemptions which will 
be allowed in connection with 
the new machinery tax 

He stated specifically that 
rolilng stock of the B.C. Elec- 
tric, taxi. cabs, moving vans and 
ferry boats would be exempt 
He stated also that medical and 
dental equipment would escape 
the tax 

This brought objection from 
a delegate from a rural area, 
who feared farmers would be 
bard hit by the equipment tax 
He said doctors and dentists 
made far more money than 
formers "I 

Mr. Beamish offered some 
hope that the government may 
provide: for a $1,000 exemption 
in the chse af its machinery tax. 


UNFAIR REGULATION 
He said the committee felt the 
present regulation was unfair. 
It says simply anyone with 
machinery assessed under $1,000 
does not pay the tax but. that 
everyone with machinery as- 
sessed over $1,000 must. 
Under this provision, a man 
with $999 worth of equipment 
pays no tax whatsoever, whi'e 
a man with $1,001 pays a tax on 
the full $1,001. The committee's 
suggestion is that a $1,000 ex. 
emption be allowed so that he 
would only be taxed on the $1. 
“The commissioner promised 
that Le would suggest to his 
deputy minister that when the 
taxation act is drawn, considera 
tion be given to the exemption 
from tax of the first $1,000 of 
assessed value of machinery and 
equipment,” Mr. Beamish said.
